It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant called to point out the differences in his claims and that 
which is taught by the prior art. The reference relied upon (McGowen 4,763,472) lacks the teaching of a second drive 
plate assembly "rigidly coupled" to the shaft, as recited in claim 1. The second drive plate (60) in McGowen ('472) is 
not rigidly coupled to shaft (66), as shown in Figure 2. Upon further consideration, the examiner agreed. The applicant 
argued that McGowen ('472) failed to teach "a first seal positione between the first bearing and a first drive plate of the 
first pump/motor and a second seal positioned between the second bearing and a second drive plate of the second 
pump/motor" as recited in claim 19. Again, upon further consideration, the examiner agreed because the seals (92, 
90) taught by McGowen do not meet the limitations of claim 19. The examiner also discovered a typographical error in 
the office action mailed on July 26, 2005. For the reasons stated above, upon receipt of a response from applicant, the 
examiner will update the search and will issue a second Non-final Office Action or a Notice of Allowability. 
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
